Councilmen Effect Compromise on Trees 
Controversy Among McKendry Residents 


Menlo Park city” “councilmen 
Tuesday night found themselves 
in the roles of Solomons in aj} 
neighborhood dispute Tuesday 
night and apparently solved all 
problems after authoring a com- 
promise more or less safisaftcory 
to all. 

«The problem concerned pine 
trees along McKendry drive. Some 
residents wanted tne trees retain- 
ed in spite of their continuing 
growth; others indicated they 
wanted them pulled out and re- 
placed with magnolia trees—the 
latter among the approved Street 
trees planted by the city. 

The pines were planted in the 
early 1940's, before McKendry 
drive was in the city limits. 

Councilman William Lawson 
authored the compromise, under 
which all trees which are dis- 
eased or which are menacing 
- sidewalks or sewer pipes may be 
removed, along with those on

Speakers for the opposition in- 
cluded Mrs. Theodore Bridgeman, 
351 McKendry drive, who argued 
that the trees ‘added a lot” to the 
street and that smaller trees would 
result in a “bare” appearance. 

Councilmen pointed out that 
normally, trees along streets are 
planted at the request of owners 
in a consistent pattern, which 
would mean removal of all the 
pine trees and placement of 
magnelias on every lot. Hence 
the final decision was a com- 
promise. 

As an alternative to magnolias, 
somebody suggested consideration 
of sycamore trees, such as are 
found at the other end of McKen- 
dry drive.

C of C Asks City 
Aid in Keeping 
Lots Cleaned Up 


Menlo Park city council was 
this week asked to consider what 
can be done toward keeping vacant 
lots in the city’s downtown areas 
free of debris. 

The request came from the Men- 
lo Park Chamber of Commerce. 

Fred Sammis, secretary-manag- 
er of the group, told councilmen 
at their informal meeting that his 
group “doesn’t know the proper 
attack” and is seeking some means 
of encouraging a continying pro- 
gram to maintain unimproved 
lands. sis “as ‘ 

“The system seems to be be to 
have periodic ‘cleanup drives, but 
I don’t think these are the com- 
plete answer,” Sammis said. 

He pointed out that some of the 
lots are in what might be consid- 
ered the city’s “front yard” and 
contribute much to the first im: 
pression of the community which 
visitors get. 

This, he added, was of import- 
ance to the community as a 
whole and might therefore log- 
ically be considered as work for 
the city’s street department or 
something which could be work- 
ed on under terms similar to 
those of the city’s weed abate- 
ment ordinance. 

Mayor Charles P. Burgess said 
he would explore the legal aspects 
of having city crews clean private 
lots with the city attorney. 

Sammis said, that in his view, 
the drive for maintenance of un- 
improved lots should be “three- 
pronged — educational, continu- 
ous maintenance and _ periodic 
cleanup drives.” 


Engineer To Study 
Hillview Paving 


Work planned for the resurfac- 
ing of Hillview school’s parking 
and driveway areas moved a ster 
nearer operation this week, wit!

District Business Manager John 
Richert told trustees that the pur- 
chase of a power brush should be 
considered, in view of the pro- 
blem. 

Turfing, meanwhile, is to go 
ahead as rapidly as the district’s 
limited budget will admit, he said.

Aid Local Coed’s Sorority

What started as an art class be 
came a life-time hobby and is now 
contributing materially to the 
building fund of the Delta Zeta 
sorority house down at San Jose 
State college. 

Mary Lou Hoodelmann. daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. H. H. Hobelmann | 
of Atherton, is a senior art and 
interior decoration student at the 
college, and her beautiful enamel 
work on metal has become almost 
a family affair. 

When the tall brown-eyed coed 
was attending Mills college as a 
feeshman student, she first became 
interested in this art form. At the 
time she took a class with Anton- 
io Pieto, one of the top ceramic 
artists in the United States. Just 
last year she took aonther class 
(in which she was the only stu- 
dent) at State. 

QUANTITY AMAZING 

“Everyone seemed to think that 
the quantity of work I got out was} 
amazing,’ Mary Lou told us. It! 
seems that the work is one requir- 
ing a lengthy progress from step 
ta step—but Mary Lou claims that! 
when she began it, she wasn’t 
aware of this and just went ahead. | 
Her work had a high quality, as| 
well, which pleased her instruc-| 
tors. 
Now that work of enameling to 
our mind was always connected | 
with small things like pieces of 
jewelry and watch cases. With 
Mary Lou it was that and more— 
larger items on the order of acces- 
sories for the home. 

Along with our previous miscon- 
ception of enameling, we had 
always visualized it something on 
the erder of paint—we could just 
see the artist painting the mater- 
:al on the metal and baking it— 
even using a little brush! 

FORM OF CERAMICS 

Actually, enameling on metal is! 
another form of the ceramist’s art 
in San Francisco, Jade Snow Wong 
is the leading artist in the field. 
The “enamel” has nothing to do 
with paint, we learn, rather it it a 
kind of glaze on the order of what 
the potter usses, only much finer. 
Mary Lou’s work in class was so 
well received by her instructor. 
Van Arsdale, that he arranged for 
a show of some 40 pieces in the 
college library. Another show was 
arranged by Delta Phi Delta, na- 
tional art fraternity, and still an- 
oaher is currently on display. This 
exhibit, arranged by the Alpha' 
Gamma, campus honorary art fra- 
ternity, shows some 29 pieces, in-! 
cluding a pair of covered bowls 
done by the young artist on com 
mission. 

These are similar in size, baing 
inches across and about 2 inch 
es deep. Qne combines colors of 
blue and green while on the top| 
vari-colored “threads” made a kind 
of design. 

OF GLAZES \ 
The other bowl is of glazes, vel-| 
low to brown with traces of green, 
The glaze is thin enough so that! 
the copper base metal shows 
through. On the top a jeweled ef-| 
fect is gained through lumping” 
of the glaze. 

Mary Lou is a worker! She man- 
ages to accomplish a great deal 
and yet she says that she is almost

fingers, Mary Lou told us. 

Every effort must be made to 
be sure that only about one-six- 
teenth of an inch of glaze is put 
on—otherwise bubbles and pock- 
marks will result. 

The young artist says that it 
takes about 16 hours of work and 
she has to allow herself that much 
time. While she uses a large kiln 
at school—one able to take pieces 


|as large as 19 and 20 inches, at 
| home her kiln will take them up 


to 12 inches. 
AFTER FIRING 

After the firing of the piece and 
the cooling, another step is neces- 
sary. A kind of fire scale is left on 
the piece, some of which drops 
off, but not all. The rest has to be 
brushed off with a motor-driven 
(one horse-power) wire brush. 

Mary Lou lives “down at 
school” in the present Delta Zeta 
house and comes home for week 
ends. When she starts an enamel- 
ing project, her parents help her 
with the washing and the firing 
of the work, 

While in the process, Mary Lou 
uses the kitchen for most of the 
work: does the firing in the Jaun- 
dry where the film is. and brushes 
the fire scale off in the patio.

Among others, there’s a ‘“‘tee-er 
upper” — a magazine-loading de- 
vice which sets a series of balls in 
vosition for driving practice, with- 
out requiring fhe sportsman to 
toop over.

Another item is a_ foot-long 
“trouble” club. This, says the man- 
ufacturev, makes no shot impossi- 
41é. It can be used for knocking 
errant balls out of trees, retriev- 
‘ng them from squirrel holes in 
the rough, getting them out from 
under benches, and the like. 

Other useful items include a 
wrist-watch-like score counter for 
wear by plavers; light plastic prac 
tice balls, in gay colors so that 
they can’t get lost under back yard 
shrubs and a chalk marker for use 
when a player has to lift his ball 
from the <veen for ar: reason. 
FISHERMEN NEAT 

Probably the next most gadget 


ever, will dot the casual Menlo 
Park landscape this spring and 
summer. Bob Paxton here 
models a fine cotton example, 
named “La Plume” by Le Cou- 
terier, available at Jerry’s Store 
for Men, 628 Santa Cruz avenue. 


happy category of sportsmen are 
the fishermen, and although fresh 
water fishing won't really get un- 
derway till May, interest never 
lags. 

The Izaak Waltons, says-Shreve, 
will find themselves confronted 
jwith an ever widening variety of 
‘lures and flies, not to mention re- 
finements on such “unimprova- 
ble” items as reels and rods. 


Among other things, he points 
out, spinning tackle seems to be 
improving all the time and 
seems capable of catching more 
fish than it used to. 


Fiberglass and plastic rods are 
being received with more fervor 
and favor, too, and for early-morn- 
ing starters, a hand-warmer, such 
as was used to advantage in Korea, 
is now available for the sports en- 
thusiast. 

Among gadgets, Shreve shows a 
useful billed cap, which features 
4 compass set in its side, in case 
the wearer feels he needs guid- 
ance, and a series of magnets to 
which flies can be pegged when 
not in use. 


UNDER WATER 

Swimming—a sport not revolu- 
tionized for the past several cen- 
turies—is getting a mild going-ov- 
er, too. 

For instance, skin-diving and 
aqua-lung enthusiasts are becom- 
ing more prevalent, and amateurs 
who want better speed in the wa- 
ter without long athletic training 
can improve with the aid of a pair 
of swim fins, 

For the aqualungers, Shreve 
promises that one manufactur- 
er is planning a unit which may 

be priced as low as $30, and 
which will allow its wearer to 
remain beneath the waves for 
perhaps 12 or 15 minutes. 

This should be useful to owners 
of private pools, too, he says, since 
they can use it for inspection and 
cleaning. 

Surprisingly enough, Shreve 
points out, there’s been something 
of a revolution in camping, too. 

In recent years new stoves, util- 
izing “canned heat” fuels, have 
been developed. Also, new dehy- 
drated foodstuffs have -become 
available with the result that the 
average “back pack” camper can 
stay in the woods longer than he 
used to, and carry a lighter load.
